Continued 

For a long period in the 
educational history of this 
county the school census re¬ 
mained static. Records of 1856 
show there were 3250 children 
of school age. We find that in 
1907 there were still 3250 in 
the school census. If we com¬ 
pare this census with that of 
the present year we shall find 
a decline of more than 1000 
children. 

However well the county 
school system has provided 
for the education of the chil¬ 
dren, there has been localities 
in which the people have de¬ 
manded a better education for 
their children than could be 
offered by the county system 
at that time. 

As result of these de¬ 
mands for the Brooksville 
Independent District, the Au¬ 
gusta Independent District, 
the Germantown Independent 
District, and the Fairview In¬ 
dependent Districts were cre¬ 
ated by vote of the people. 

The legislature of the 
state responded to the wishes 
of people for a better educa¬ 


tion and permitted the levying 
of a higher tax in those com¬ 
munities that have expressed 
their willingness,, by creating 
independent districts, to spend 
more money for a better edu¬ 
cation for their children. 

This commendable step on 
the part of these communities 
did three things. It gave those 
communities better schools, 
cost them more money, and 
weakened the school districts 
that remained in the county 
system. 

For many years after the 
initiation of the public school 
system in the county, the 
school buildings were the cen¬ 
ter of social activities of the 
community. The old singing 
teacher, the writing teacher, 
the magicians, the spelling 
bees and many other activities 
have made these old school 
houses and the days that we 
knew them, dear to the mem¬ 
ory of us all. 

But something happened 
and the singing teacher and 
the others are no more. Their 
passing took much from the 
influence of the small country 
school as the point of interest 
of the people.

The title interest of the parties to the lawsuit will be conveyed without warranty 
by the Master Commissioner to the purchaser and the purchaser shall receive a deed to 
property upon payment of the purchase price in full (and costs of sale, if applicable) and 
after confirmation of the sale by Bracken Circuit Court, subject to any equity of redemption 
if the property does not sell for two-thirds of its appraised value.

CITY OF AUGUSTA 
ORDINANCE NO. 2014-2 

AN ORDINANCE AMENDING CERTAIN SECTIONS OF ORDINANCE NO. 
2006-07 PURSUANT TO KENTUCKY SENATE BILL 13, AND PROVIDING FOR 
THE REGULATION OF TRAFFIC IN ALCOHOLIC AND MALT BEVERAGES 
AND REQUIRING LICENSES THEREFOR; FIXING THE AMOUNT OF THE 
LICENSE TAXES; IMPOSING REGULATIONS AND RESTRICTIONS AND 
FIXING PENALTIES FOR VIOLATIONS; AUTHORIZING THE ISSUANCE 
AND REVOCATION OF LICENSES; AND REPEALING ALL ORDINANCES IN 
CONFLICT HEREWITH. 

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY OF AUGUSTA, KENTUCKY THAT SECTION 2 
AND SECTION 4, OF CITY OF AUGUSTA ORDINANCE NO. 2006-07 ARE HEREBY 
AMENDED AS FOLLOWS: 

SECTION 2. KIND OF LICENSES AND AMOUNT OF LICENSE TAX. 

All licenses issued under this ordinance shall expire on 6-30 of each year, except 
special event or temporary licenses which shall be subject to expiration as specifically 
stated therein. There shall be the following kinds of licenses, to wit: 

(A) Wholesaler’s [distilled spirits and wine] license, the tax for which shall be $200.00 
per annum. 

(B) Quota [ Distilled spirits and wine ] retail package license, the tax for which shall be 
$200.00 per annum. 

(C) Quota [ Distilled spirits and wine ] retail drink license, the tax for which shall be 
$200.00 per annum. 

(D) [ Malt beverage ] Distributor’s license, per annum, the tax for which shall be 
$100.00 per annum. 

(E) [ Retail malt beverage license] NO Retail Malt Beverage Drink License , the tax for 
which shall be $100.00 per annum. 

[(F) Special tcmporaiy retail malt beverage license, the tax for which shall be $25.00 
per event.] NO Retail Malt Beverage Package License, the tax for which will be $.50 per 
annum. 

[(G) Special temporal^ wine license, the tax for which shall be $50.00 per event.] 

[(H) Distill e d spirits and wine special temporary liquor license, the tax for which shall 

be $100.00, per event.] 

(G) Special Temporary License, the tax for which shall be $50.00 per event. 

SECTION 4. CLOSING HOURS: HOURS FOR SALES AND CONSUMPTION 

No premises for which there has been granted a license for the sale of distilled spirits 
or wine and malt beverages at retail shall be permitted to remain open for any purpose 
at any time during the twenty-four hours of a Sunday (except as otherwise specifically 
authorized herein) [or during the times that the polls arc open on any regular or primary 
ctcction day,] unless the licensee provides a separate locked department in which all stocks 
of distilled spirits and wines are kept during those times, or if a malt beverage licensee, 
the malt beverage licensee provides a separate department within his premises capable 
of being covered or closed off, within which is kept all stocks of malt beverages and all 
fixtures and apparatus connected with his business or such licenses, and said department 
is kept covered or closed during those times. The sale of alcoholic beverages at all places 
offering same for sale shall not commence on any day prior to 8:00 a.m. and may not 
continue after the following hours: 

Monday through Saturday and following mornings: 1:00 a.m. 

Provided, however, that hotels, motels and inns containing not less than fifty (50) 
sleeping units and having dining facilities for not less than one hundred (100) persons or 
bona fide restaurants open to the general public having dining facilities for not less than 
one hundred (100) persons may sell distilled spirits and wine and malt beverages by the 
drink on Sundays from 1:00 p.m. to 10:30 p.m., and on every December 31st occurring on 
a Sunday, from 1:00 p.m. to 1:00 a.m. the next morning, and retailers shall be permitted to 
sell package distilled spirits, wine and malt beverages on Sundays from 1:00 p.m. to 7:00 
p.m., and on every December 31st occurring on a Sunday, from 1:00 p.m. to 1:00 a.m. the 
next morning. 

Consumption of alcoholic beverages on licensed premises may not continue for more 
than thirty minutes after the respective hours above for sales thereof to stop. 

This ordinance shall be in full force and effect upon its adoption, recordation and 
publication as required by law.

CITY OF AUGUSTA, KENTUCKY 
ORDINANCE NO. 14-1 

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF 
AUGUSTA, KENTUCKY ESTABLISHING THE 
COMPENSATION OF ITS ELECTED OFFICIALS 
PURSUANT TO KRS §83A.070(1) FOR TERMS OF 
SERVICE COMMENCING JANUARY 1, 2015, AND 
THEREAFTER. 

WHEREAS, pursuant to KRS §83A.070(1), the 
legislative body of each city shall by ordinance fix the 
compensation of its elected officials by the first Monday 
in May in the year they are to be elected, and 

WHEREAS, the non-partisan election of the six City 
Councilpersons and Mayor shall be held at the regular 
November general election of the year 2014, 

NOW THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE 
CITY OF AUGUSTA, KENTUCKY, AS FOLLOWS: 

Section 1. Compensation for City Councilpersons 

The compensation for the elected office of City 
Councilperson of the City of Augusta, Kentucky for the 
two-year term of office commencing on January 1, 2015, 
and terms thereafter, shall be $150.00 per month. 

Section 2. Compensation for Mayor 

The compensation for the elected office of Mayor 
of the City of Augusta, Kentucky for the four-year term 
of office commencing on January 1, 2015, and terms 
thereafter, shall be $400.00 per month. 

Section 3. Compensation not to be changed. 

Pursuant to KRS §83A.070(1), an elected officer's 
compensation shall not be changed after his or her election 
or during his or her term of office. 

Section 4. Effective Date. 

This Ordinance shall become effective after passage 
by the City Council following two readings thereof. 
Mayoral approval, and publication as required by law. 

The foregoing Ordinance was introduced and initially 
read for the first time at the Augusta City Council’s regular 
meeting of March 19th, 2014, and read for the second 
time, adopted and approved, at its regular meeting April 
16th, 2014.

Windmill regulation 
bill signed into law 

Legislation that addresses 
the siting of windmill projects 
has been signed into law. 

“This is fair to all the 
stakeholders involved, all the 
landowners, residents, and 
utility companies,” said House 
Bill 291 sponsor Rep. Mike 
Denham, D-Maysville. “I ap¬ 
preciate the cooperation of all 
parties who worked together 
to get this legislation passed.” 

HB 291 addresses local 
concerns with siting of wind¬ 
mill projects by requiring sit¬ 
ing board regulation as well as 
public meetings at the request 
of the state Public Service 
Commission or the county 
where a utility hopes to locate 
a wind turbine. Wind power 
utilities would also have to 
have a separate public meet¬ 
ing 90 days prior to filing an 
application to site a windmill 
under the bill. Other approved 
changes clarify that setback 
provisions for generating fa¬ 
cilities apply to wind turbines 


and apply to solar or wind 
projects for which site com¬ 
patibility certificates are ap¬ 
plied for after Jan. 1, 2015. 

Denham said the leg¬ 
islation is only designed to 
complement what is done at 
the local level, adding that 
local action is still necessary. 
He filed the legislation in re¬ 
sponse to a resolution passed 
by the Mason County Fiscal 
Court early this year. 

HB 291 passed both the 
House and Senate unanimous¬ 
ly by votes of 98-0 and 38-0 
respectively. It received final 
passage in the House by a vote 
of 90-0.

INSPECTION PERIOD 

FOR THE PROPERTY TAX 
ASSESSMENT ROLL 

The Bracken County real property tax roll will be 
opened for inspection from May 5, 2014 through May 19, 
2014. Under the supervision of the property valuation 
administrator or one of the deputies, any person may 
inspect the tax roll. 

This is the January 1, 2014, assessment on which 
state, county and school taxes for 2014 will be due about 
October 1, 2014. 

The tax roll is in the office of the property valuation 
administrator in the county courthouse and may be inspected 
between the hours 8-4 Monday, Tuesday, Thursday and 
Friday and 8-12 on Wednesday and Saturday. 

Any taxpayer desiring to appeal an assessment on real 
property made by the PVA must first request a conference 
with the PVA or a designated deputy. The conference may 
be held prior to or during the inspection period. 

Any taxpayer still aggrieved by an assessment on real 
property, after the conference with the PVA or designated 
deputy, may appeal to the county board of assessment 
appeals. 

The taxpayer can appeal his or her assessment by 
filing in person or sending a letter or other written petition 
stating the reasons for appeal, identifying the property and 
stating the taxpayer’s opinion of the fair cash value of the 
property. 

The appeal must be filed with the county clerk’s office 
no later than one work day following the conclusion of the 
inspection period. 

Any taxpayer failing to appeal to the county board of 
assessment appeals, or failing to appear before the board, 
either in person or by designated representative, will not 
be eligible to appeal directly to the Kentucky Board of 
Tax Appeals. 

Appeals of personal property assessments shall not be 
made to the county board of assessment appeals. Personal 
property taxpayers shall be served notice under the 
provisions of KRS 132.450(4) and shall have the protest 
and appeal rights granted under the provisions of KRS 
131.110. 

The following steps should be taken when a taxpayer 
does not agree with the assessed value of personal 
property as determined by the office of property valuation 
administrator. 

1. He or she must list under protest (for certification) 
what he or she believes to be the fair cash value of his or 
her property. 

2. He or she must file a written protest directly with 
the Department of Revenue, Office of Property Valuation 
within 30 days from the date of the notice of assessment. 

3. This protest must be in accordance with KRS 
131.110. 

4. The final decision of the Department of Revenue 
may be appealed to the Kentucky Board of Tax Appeals.

Town Hall/Impact of Drugs on the 
Community meeting Monday, May 5 


On Monday, May 5, at 
6:30 p.m. the Bracken County 
Sheriff Office will be hosting 
its 5th Town Hall meeting of 
2014 at the Augusta Christian 
Church, 108 East 4th Street, 
Augusta, KY. The Sheriff 
and Chief Deputy Bob Scott 
will give an update on activi¬ 
ties taking place in the Sher¬ 
iff’s Office and talk about the 
Impact of Drugs on our Com¬ 
munity. This will be the last 
of the Town Hall meetings 
that addresses the drug issues 
as they have been around the 
county. They will continue to 
take special requests to talk 
about this issue from commu¬ 
nity groups or organizations 


that want to obtain informa¬ 
tion of this subject. 

Drug activity in the 
county continues to be a ma¬ 
jor problem and the agency 
continues to address these is¬ 
sues with the resources that 
are available to the Sheriff’s 
Office. They have the anony¬ 
mous tip line for reporting of 
crime, phone number is 606- 
735-2578. This anonymous 
tip line can be used to report 
any type of crime, but is espe¬ 
cially set up for the reporting 
of drug activity in the county. 
However, if the crime is cur¬ 
rently in progress call 911 so 
that a dispatcher can send an 
officer out immediately. The 


tip line phone is not manned 
continuously and may not get 
answered until the following 
day or on Monday if left on 
the weekend. 

At this Town Hall meet¬ 
ing two of their guest speak¬ 
ers from SALUTE will be 
speaking to the citizens about 
their experiences with drugs 
and how they devastate the 
family. One of the speak¬ 
ers is a 24 year old recover¬ 
ing from drug addiction and 
the other speaker is a mother 
who lost her daughter and 
son-in-law to drugs. These 
two speakers are very pas¬ 
sionate about their message 
and how devastating drugs 
are to families. Sheriff Nie- 
meier would recommend that 
you come out and hear these 
two speakers talk about their 
experiences, you will not be 
disappointed and it will defi¬ 
nitely open your eyes to the 
drug problem. 

The Sheriff’s Office has 
initiated the following pro¬ 
grams to address the drug 
problem in the county: SA¬ 
LUTE (Students and LawEn- 
forcement United Through 
Education); DEA Drug Take 
Back Program; Drug Drop 
Box at Sheriff’s Office; Town 
Hall Meetings; Citizens Po¬ 
lice Academy; Press Releas¬ 
es/Alerts; Shout Out Boxes 
in Schools, enhanced drug 
investigations and arrests 
throughout the county.
